VANDIVER URGES PARTY 
TO INVITE BOODLERS 
TO GET OUT OF MISSOURI 


The speech of Congressman W. D. Van- 
diver on assuming the office of temporary 
chairman waa as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: The hon- 
or of presiding over the deliberations of 
this body of representative Democrats is 
a distinction worthy to stimulate the pride 
of any Missourian. and yet I must declare 
to vou that the sense of responsibility Is 
weightier than any feeling of personal 
satisfaction.

‘Cook Representative on State Commit- 
tee Voted for Folk’s Choice for 
Temporary Chairman, 


HOW BUTLERITE SLIPPED IN 


Superintendent of Boss’ Farm Was 
Introduced as an “Original” Sup- 
porter of Folk. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 19.—‘It 
was a bitter pill, but we had to swallow 
it," said a machine leader today, referring 
to the meeting of the Democratic state 
committee, which recommended Chairman 
W. D. Vandiver for temporary chairman of 

the convention by a vote of 22 to 8. 
Mr. Vandiver defeated Justice Frank 
Kleiber of St. Louis, whose name was pre- 


sented by Congressman James J. Butler. 

The Tenth and Eleventh districts added 
to scattering votes from outside commit- 
teemen constituted Mr. Kleiber’s support. 
Among those who opposed Vandiver was 
George C. Orchard of West Plains, candi- 
date for state treasurer. 

Orchard is not popular with the Folk 
organization and his candidacy will be 
fought by the circuit attorney's friends to 
a finish. 

Mr. Cook’s representative on the state 
committee, J. Harry Edwards,. who is 
chief clerk in the secretary of state's of- 
fice, voted for Vandiver, thus indicating 
clearly the desire of the Cook forces not 
to interfere with Mr. Folk’s convention 
program. The reason of this is plain. Mr. 
Cook does not wish to antagonize the Folk 
supporters and by sticking closely to the 
circuit attorney's wishes they hope to pre- 
vent. an open or aggressive fight on the 
state secretary. 

When the vote on the temporary chair- 
man was armounced it was moved to make 
it unanimous. 

Judge McCaffery objected. “I want my 
vote to stand as it is recorded,” declared 
the judge, with some show of warmth. 

The session of the state committee re- 
solved itself into a sort of love feast, but 
here and there biting sarcasm was passed 
upon Mr. Folk. 

When the nominations for temporary sec- 
retary of the convention were reached, Mr. 
Shaw presented John J. Byrne of Franklin 
County, saying: “‘Gentlemen, he is an orig- 
inal Folk man.” 

James T. Nolan of La Grange received a 
similar indorsement when his name was 
submitted, and it is understood Nolan was 
Mr. Folk's personal selection. 

Byrne won, receiving 24 votes, as against 
7 for Nolan, one committeeman not voting. 

After Byrne had been elected somebody 
informed the Folk people that they had 
been trapped by the machine. 

“How is that?” asked the Folk delegate. 

‘Why, don’t you know Byrne is the su- 
perintendent of Ed Butler's farm in Jeffer- 
son County?’’ was the reply. 

Investigation is said to have confirmed 
this report. The Folk delegates were 
wrathy, but it was too late to do anything. 
except to wait and oppose Byrne on 
the floor of the convention, 

Following the procedure every name was 
presented with the modifying phrase that 
“our candidate has always been for Folk.” 

J. D. Stark, former wardén of the state 
penitentiary, who lives in Cooper County, 
was elected sergeant-at-arms. He defeated 
J. T. Welles of Dunklin County. 

Mr. Stark was allowed assistants, name- 
ly: James Hagerman of St. Louis, J. W. 
Armstrong of Pulaski, Steve Seddwek and 
E. 8. Cummings of Kansas City, and Fred 
Hawley of Franklin County. 

When these names were announced Con- 
gressman Butler suggested that the qualifi- 
cations of the gentlemen should be enum- 
erated. 

“I wish to know,” said Mr. Butler, bit- 
ingly, ‘“‘whether the men who are mentioned 
for jobs as sergeants-at-arms are posses- 
sed of the proper physical proportions for 
the burdensome and responsible duties 
which will devolve upon them. They should 
have athletic frames, courage, aggressive- 
ness and above all, a splendid volume of 
muscle. 

“We understand there may be serious 
trouble, if not a riot, in the convention, and 
certainly to provide against any such con- 
tingency our doorkeepers and sergeants-at- 
arms should be men desirable.” Having 
delivered this oratorica] bit, Mr. Butler took 
his seat, smiled and the committee smiled 
with him. 

“What is your pleasure next, gentlemen?’ 
asked Chairman Rothwell, and then the 
usual routine incident to the convention 
occupied the attention of the delegates. 

The committee voted to recognize in the 
preliminary organization all those bearing 
credentials froin the election boards or the 
properly constituted authorities in the vari- 
ous county conventions. 

This means the Hawes delegates will be 
entitled to vote solidly until the permanent 
organization is effected, unless the Folk 
forecs should desire to veto the decision of 
the comnuiittee.

The Columbia schoo] fire reveals the inadequacy of fire escapes 
and life-saving devices in school buildings. 

It is an anomaly that the) school board, a public body 
should seek to evade the law in any respect. .In a matter 
so vital as this it is unaccountable. That the Columbia fire 
would have caused loss of life had the building been occupied 
is the opinion of firemen, whose judgment should be conclusive. 
Yet Mr. Ittner adheres to his belief that fire escapes are not 
needed, that in faet they are a dangerous “method of exit.” 
The board has been notified by the building commissioner to 
put in fire escapes, but Mr. Ittner says he doesn’t “consider it 
necersary.”

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Although an 
ardent advocate of civil service reform and 
the whole civil service idea, President 
Roosevelt has been one of the grossest 
violators of the provisions of this law. 

Himself the great exponent of civil ser- 
vice reform, it was thought the civil service 
reformers would have a valiant champion 
in Theodore Roosevelt. To those who ex- 
pected him to champion civil service re- 
form, the President haa been a disappoint- 
ment. 

He soon found that theory and practice, 
especially in politics, were two entirely dif- 
ferent things, and furthermore that it wae 
sometimes expedient to drop early theories 
in playing practical politics such as a 
nomination and election to the presidency 
entailed. 

Until he became President and was vest- 
ed with absolute power, President Roose- 
velt was & great civil service reformer. He 
was a member of all the elivil service re- 
form clubs, made speeches on the subject 
and generally disported himself as the ono 
real, truly, truly civil service reformer. . 

“All others may fall, but I, never.” he 
proclaimed everywhere he made a speech. 

Whenever the President or any cabinet 


pended by executive order and the appoint- 
meut is made. The classified service is 
‘nen extended again over the place and 
the oceupant is as securely lodged under 
Its protecting wing as though he had ta- 
ken examinations and been finally chosen 
from the eligibie register.

no formal discussion of the chairmanship 
at the meeting, but both before and after 
the conference a strong preference for Gor- 
man was made plain by the old leaders. 

Senator Gorman declared that he would 
not accept the place, but his Democratic 
colleagues refused to regard his decision 
as final. 

They believe that with the experienced 
Maryland campaigner at the helm Roose- 
velt can be overwhelmingly defeated. 

One of the chief objects of the conference 
was to seloct the buttieground for the cam- 
paign. The New York leaders assured the 
party chiefs from other states that they 
need give no concern to the Empire state. 

‘The result,” they explained, “‘will not be 
known abeolutely until the votes are count- 
ed, but it is as certain as anything in a 
campaign can be that Parker will carry the 
Empire state by a large majority.” 

The evident ring of sincerity and confi- 
Gencs with which the New York leaders) 
made this promise greatly impressed the 
assembled leaders from the South and, 
West. 

Ex-Senator Davis and Senator Gorman as- 
sured the conferees that the prospects. 
were most bright in West Virginia, Mary- 
land and other border states. 

Speaking for Indiana Mr.. Kern, who is 
slated for the gubernatorial nomination, 
declared the Hoosier state stands ready to 
turn its back once more upon Repubdlican- 
ism and to join with New York in restoring 
Democratic supremacy in the nation. 


New Jersey, Too, 
Is Promised. 


Ex-Senator Smith, speaking for New Jer- 
sey, said that in his judgment the pros- 
pects of Democratic success in his home 
state are most excellent. 

Senator Bailey, who arrived from Texas 
early in the day, made it plain that he 
believes the national chairman should be 
selected from the middle West. 

‘‘Personally,’’ the Texas leader said, ‘I 
am for Mr. Taggart of Indiana. But there 
is a tendency to do nothing except that 
which will tend to party harmony and 
success at the polis.” 

Mr. Kern, who’ spent Sunday with Judge 
Parker at Esopus, said: 

“I favor the selection of Mr. Taggart. 
The people of the West want him for na- 
tional chairman. I found Judge Parker a 
cheerful candidate, and he is sanguine of 
success. The people of Indiana regard the 
money question as settled, and on the live 
issues of the campaign there is no doubt 
about Judge Parker carrying Indiana.”’ 

Both Senator Gorman and John R. Mc- 
Lean, the Ohio leader, expressed a strong 
preference for the selection of William F. 
Shechan for chairman. They made the ar- 
gument that Mr. Sheehan, as Judge Par- 
xer's personal representative, would play a 
most important part in the campaign and 
that he might as well play this part as na- 
tional chairman as in any other capacity. 
Mr. Sheehan's New York friends objected 
to this plan solely on the ground that his 
health would not admit of his undertaking 
the routine duties of the chairmanship. 

The eclipse of Mr. Hill as the alleged
